Thirty minutes 
after they had left the house, Mr. Mc- 
Donald, returning from work, found 
his wife, unconscious from the effects 
of the drug, bound to a reclining chair 
dangerously near an open grate, 

One Suspect Arrested. 

A squad of detectives, plain-clothes 
and uniformed policemen are working 
ali the negro settlements in the effort 
to locate a negro answering the 
scription of one of the burglars given 
by Mrs. McDonald. Banton Bridges, 19 
vears old, a nexro laborer, was arrest- 
ed near the scene of the burglary about 
an hour after it happened, by De- 
tectives Webb and Bullard, and is held 
On suspicion. He denies any connection 
with the crime. 

Mrs. McDonald quickly recovered from 
the ordeal, and it is not believed she 
will suffer serious consequences. 
She was able to give the detectives a 
minute description of the robber who 
bound and blindfolded her. The other 
One, she did not see.

“All 
this I attribute to the prospect that the 
city will repudiate the crematory con- 
tract.” 

Mayor Woodward replied that he was 
sick of the cry of “moral obligation.” 
He says council should have seen far 
enough ahead to Know that the sad- 
dling of a quarter-million-dollar debt 
on the city would prove disastrous. 

Material Here for Crematory. 

Samuel N. Evins, local eounsel for 
the New York Destructor company, 
said Thursday afternoon, that he had 
been notified that thirty-six carloads 
of material for the new crematory 
were in the railroad yards, and that 
great haste would be made to have 
the crematory ready to take care of 
the summer garbage.

He says he is satisfied that 
Atlanta will pay for the nrlant after it 
has been in operation a short time. 

Two Crematories Suggested. 

Councilman, J. T. Kimbrough, the 
tenth ward member who is standing 
behind Mayor Woodward in his crem- 
atory fight, said Thureday that he has 
always favored two crematories lo- 
cated in different parts of the city. He 
takes the View that the long haul to 
one plant will cost entirely too much.

“Man Behind Bookcase ” 

After the defense had rested late to- 
day, the state offered several wit- 
nesses in rebuttal to contradict por- 
tions o¢ the testimony of Mr. and Mrs. 
Beach, and during this proceeding the 
identity of the mysterious “man be- 
hind the bookcase” was revealed. He 
turned out to be Hadden Johnson, a 
young newspaper man, of Aiken, who 
is alleged to have overheard a con- 
versation between Beach and his wife 
in the mayor's office about the as- 
sault. Mr. Johnson was not permitted 
to give an explanatory answer to the 
prosecutor's question as to whether 
Beach had not asked his wife to la, 
the offense upon the brother of a ne- 
gro servant, and he declined to make 
any answer whatever. 

Both Beach and his wife told their 
stories to the jury . a simple way. 
The prosecutor cross-questioned each” 
of them at great length and called 
their attention constantly to  state- 
ments they are alleged tc have made 
previously, differing in some detail to 
their testimony today. They bravels 
stood by their guns at all times, and 
would not admi: that any part of thei: 
narrative today was incorrect. 

Attacked by Ginger Cake Negro. 

Mrs Beach said she was assaulted 
by a “ginger-bread colored” negro, 
who approached her on pretense of 
having a message for a negro servant. 
She declared that the negro laid 
lent hands upon her. slashed her 
throat and hit her on the side of the 
head with the stick; that she was tow 
much frightened to scream at the first 
attack; and that when she did scream 
her husband came promptly to her ase- 
sistance as the assailant fled. 

At no time, Mrs. Beach said, had she 
entertained any idea that the negro’s 
motive was robbery. 

Beach did not remember any conyer- 
sation with his wife in the mavor’s of- 
fice, neither did Mrs. Beach. Both in- 
dignantly denied the suggestion that 
there was any suggestion of fastening 
the crime on any known person. 

Though her face was fiery red and 
her voice trembling with emotion, Mrs.

In his letters to me President-elect Wil- 
son has not intimated in the slightest way 
that he means to call any Georgia man into 
his cabinet. I rather reckon that he does not 
intend any such thing. 

However, that does not avoid the fact 
that Georgia, as the most stalwart and un- 
swerving of all the democratic states of the 
nation, is entitled to figure high and large in 
any democratic national administration. 

In all these hundred and twenty-four 
years of the government, and under twenty- 
seven presidents, Georgia has only had eight 
members of the presidential cabinet. 

One of the original thirteen states, al- 
ways ranking well in population and high 
in the power of her politics and the abili- 
ties of her statesmen, and yet this really 
pitiful cabinet record! 

New York has been represented in the 
cabinet 37 times; Massachusetts, 35; Pennsyl- 
vania, 29; Ohio, 24; Virginia, 22; Maryland, 
18; Kentucky, 15; Illinois, 10; Connecticut, 
Indiana and Tennessee, 9 times each—and 
all of them so many times ahead of Geor- 
gia. 

Surely, by all the reasons that ought to 
control political rights, Georgia should have 
a “look in” with this latest democratic ad- 
ministration, don’t you think? And we have 
some mighty good and easily entreatable 
timber in Georgia that would fit admirably 
into the new cabinet. I need not name the 
individuals—everyone of them, of course, 
knows that I have him in mind! 

It is true that President George Wash- 
ington, in 1795, called Joseph Habersham, of 
Georgia, to be postmaster general, and that 
he remained in that office through the ad- 
ministration of John Adams, and for a few 
months of Jefferson’s first term, beginning 
in 1801. But the postmaster general was not 
then a cabinet officer, and did not rise to 
that dignity until Jackson’s administration 
began in 1829. 

President Madison gave Georgia her first 
cabinet officer in 1815, when he recalled Wil- 
liam H. Crawford from being minister to 
l’'rance to become secretary of war. The fol- 
lowing year, 1816, Crawford was raised to be 
secretary of the treasury and when Monroe 
became president in 1817 he retained Craw- 
ford during both terms until 1825. Those nine 
years mark the longest cabinet tenure any 
Georgian has ever had. 

When Andrew Jackson became president 
in 1829 he appointed John McPherson Ber- 
rien to be attorney general. He served two 
years, and was succeeded by Roger B. Taney, 
who afterwards became chief justice of the 
supreme court and famous for the fateful 
Dred Scott decision respecting the fugitive 
Slave law. 

In his second term President Jackson, in 
1834, called John Forsyth, of Georgia, to be 
secretary of state, and he served out that 
term with Old Hickory, was reappointed by 
President Van Buren in 1837, and stepped 
down with the advent of President William 
Henry Harrison, who made Daniel Webster 
his premier of the cabinet. 

Georgia’s next cabinet officer was George 
W. Crawford, who was made secretary of 
war by President Taylor, and served 1849-50. 
Then he was succeeded by Edward Bates, of 
Missouri, who served only a few months, be- 
cause on the death of Taylor and the suc- 
cession of Fillmore to the presidency, the 
latter immediately supplied himself with a 
brand-new cabinet. That Edward Bates 
was the father of Lieutenant General John 
C. Bates, now retired from the head of the 
army, and was again in the cabinet in Abra- 
ham Lincoln's first administration as attor- 
ney general for two years. 

Howell Cobb was called by President 
Buchanan to be secretary of the treasury 
from 1857 until the presages of coming war 
caused him to resign in 1860 and to prepare 
for the illustrious part he played in the 
southern confederacy. 

Greatly to the amazement of all Geor- 
gians, except ex-Governor Joseph E. Brown, 
who arranged the affair, President Grant 
appointed Colonel Amos T. Akerman, of 
Cartersville, to be attorney general tn 1870, 
but for some reason Colonel Akerman only 
remained on the job until in 1871, when 
George H. Williams, of Oregon, was substi- 
tuted. President Grant would better have 
held on to Akerman, for he wasa Straight-up 
honest man, while his successor became na- 
tionally notorious as "Landau Williams,” be- 
cause of charges of official corruption made 
against him and for which he narrowly es- 
caped impeachment. 

President Cleveland called Hoke Smith 
to the cabinet as secretary of the interior in 
1893. He resigned in 1896, during the hot 
first McKinley-Bryan campaign, but his ad- 
ministration of the department stands up as 
a model one tn all respects. 

Oh, well, if Georgia doesn’t get a place 
in the new cabinet all of us will at least 
have the pride of knowing that Georgians 
do not have to be paid to be or to remain 
democrats of the true-blue stripe! 


PONDEROUS PERSONAGE 
Nero

Nero was a human being who disguised 
the fact more successfully than any other 
historical personage. He was born 1,876 
years ago, but the fact isn’t celebrated any- 
where. He was educated by a private tutor 
and was adopted by the Roman Emperor 
Claudius, who soon died, as most of the 
Roman emperors did, and left the throne to 
Nero. 

Nero was at this time a handsome youth 
who could fiddle pretty well, and was very 
popular socially. He started out with the 
intention ®8f being a good emperor, but this 
fact soon slipped his mind, and he poisoned 
his mother, Agrippina, who was something 
of a politician herself, and began to run the 
empire alone. 

It was the wildest 
nation ever experienced. 
and raised thunder nights. His morals were 
so bad that even the Romans were shocked 
at them, and he was so haughty and dis- 
agreeable that his executioners had to work 
in four-hour shifts. Nero soon became the 
most fatal disease in Rome. Anyone who 
failed to please him was at once extermi- 
nated. If he was an enemy he was boiled 
alive. If he was a personal friend he was 
beheaded as a favor, Pleasing Nero soon 
became the popular Roman pastime, and the 
losers were collected by the coroner. 

Nero spent all the money in the treasury 
on the Roman equivalent for chorus girls 
and let them runthe nation. He was so reck- 
less that one night when a fuse burned out 
while he was at a slumming party he burned 
the city of Rome to provide light, and fiddled 
while the firemen worked. He had a great 
hatred of Christians, and considered no day 
well spent unless he had wrapped up a few 
hundred of them in skins soaked in pitch 
and had set fire to them. Nero gave more 
than one garden party at which the illumi- 
nations were furnished by burning Chris- 
tians. This was the origin of the orna- 
mental street lighting idea now so popular. 

Nero might have lived to a great old age, 
but it soon became evident that both Nero 
and the Romans couldn't survive. The sup- 
ply of the latter was becoming rapidly ex- 
hausted. So a few plots were started, and 
finally Nero discovered that unless some- 
thing was done quickly he would be cut into 
bits and distributed to the populace. He did 
the something himself with a sword and ten 
minutes afterwards life insurance rates in 
tome went down 90 per cent.

WAS GEN. CHARLES LEE 
A TRAITOR? 


One of the greatest tasks that fell to the 
lot of General George Washington during 
and just prior to the revolutionary war, was 
to distinguish among the brave men under 
his command just who were and who were 
not exactly loyal to the cause of the patriots. 
All conflicts of this character are bound 
to bring into prominence that class of men 
who are always looking for adventure and 
who will throw their lot into the side where 
they believe they can satisfy this desire the 
most thoroughly. The constant watch that 
Washington had to exercise in this regard 
was more trying upon him than was the 
whereabouts of the enemy. You can cjose 
the doors against the enemy on the outside, 
but it is hard to do anything with the traitor 
within. 

It has always been a grave question with 
the historians as just where to place General 
Charles Lee. He was a brave man undoubt- 
edly, but even up to the time of his death he 
did such odd and unusual things that even 
his friends were not able to decide whether 
Or not he was thoroughly sincere in any- 
thing. In the first place, Lee was an Eng- 
lishman by birth. But so were many of the 
other men who fought with the patriot army. 
He had fought with the British army 
in America against the French and Indians. 
But he became so unpopular with his supe- 
rior officers that he was dismissed from the 
service. 

Being an adventurer in character with a 
great idea of his own ability and importance, 
he drifted to Poland and Russia, where, serv- 
ing as a soldier of fortune, he finally attained 
the rank of major general. He loved intrigue, 
and said he hated the country of his birth. 
Naturally, having drifted to America just 
prior to the revolution, when that struggle 
commenced, and Lee tendered his services to 
the continental army, they were accepted, 
for experienced men like him were badly 
needed. 

Washington might have been suspicious 


| of his loyalty when he bargained so shrewdly 


with congress as to the rank he was to hold. 
But it was not the time long to weigh opin- 
tons. The English knew him, undoubtedly 
better than the Americans were able to judge 
him, for when it became known in England 
that he had entered the American service a 
British general remarked: “From what I 
know of him, he is the worst present that 
could be made to any army.” 

From the very first he seems to have hada 
designs upon securing for himself Washing- 
ton’s position as commander-in-chief. And 
still worse, there are many things to be seen 
now that might go to prove that he was a 
traitor to this country, and meant to sell it 
out at the best possible terms to the British. 
At the start it seemed to be his usual habit 
to disobey his superior officer’s orders, and 
when he was captured by the British it was 
quietly rumored that it was a part of his 
plot, to negotiate with them. 

At any rate the British treated him with 
more than the usual courtesy, and {t is even 
affirmed that he consulted with them as to 
the best plan to crush the revolution. Was 
it tn the belief of the British that he would 
be of more use to them in the revolutionary 
army than as a prisoner that they set him 
free? It is said that a complete plan by 
which the colonies might be overthrown, In 
Lee’s own draft, was found, after the wear, 
among General Howe's private papers. 

Then came the famous battle of Mon- 
mouth. Washington had sent Lee with an 
advance guard of six thousand men to over- 
take the British who were retreating across 
New Jersey to the British headquarters at 
New York. Lee caught up with the British 
at Monmouth on June 28, 1778, but began his 
attack In such an tncompetent way that a 
secret messenger was dispatched by Lafayette 
to Washington, begging the commander-in- 
chief to hurry to the front. Washington 
arrived in time to find Lee in full retreat, but 


he rallied the army and saved the day, but 


not before he had administered a stinging 
rebuke to the commander. 

Thereupon, Lee wrote Washington two 
insulting letters, and the latter ordered his 
arrest. He was court-martialed and sus- 


pended from active service for a month, dur- 
ing which time he lived like a hermit in a 


mountain hut. At the end of the year he was 
dismissed from the army for an insulting let- 
ter he wrote to congress. At the close of the 
war he settled in the Shenandoah valley, and 
while »n a visit to Philadelphia in 1782 he 
died. He was buried in Christ church yard, 
and, strange to say, with full military honors. 

There were many Americans who believed 
to the end in the loyalty of General Charles 
Lee, but if it existed, it must have been 
curbed by his ambition for self-aggrandize- 


ment.

The late P. B, Gallaudet, who was for 
many years a leading private banker and 
broker of New York and who was a member 
of the distinguished 
family of that name 
which has done go much 
for deaf mutes, told me 
a Short time before his 
death that he had fre- 
quently observed that 
men of great wealth, 
and, especially hose 
who prided themselves 
on the faithfulness with 
which they attended to 
details, sometimes for- 
got that they were 
owners of stocks and 
bonds of considerable 
value. 

“TI think the most 
impressive illustration 
of that weakness which 
came under my personal 
observation was that furnished by a very 
rich manufacturer of New Jersey, who was a 
customer of my house,” said Mi” Gallaudet. 

“This man accumulated a fortune of nearly 
$15,000,000. He often told me that he had 
gained his wealth by the faithfulness with 
which he followed up every detail of his busi- 
ness. He said to me that on the first of every 
month he knew to a dollar what he was 
worth. He had an elaborate system of verify- 
ing accounts and also of keeping schedules 
of possessions. He prided himself on 
the fact that no man had ever been able to 
overreach him in a business transaction. One 
morning his son into my office and 
said to me: 

“'T have just made an astonishing discov- 
ery. I have been to the safe deposit vaults 
to get some secusities for my father. He 
has a list of all : iv securities that he owns 
or at least thought that he had such a list, as 
well as ¢he places wirere they are kept. Now 
I discovered this morning a package of rail- 
road bonds which bear 8 per cent interest. 
My father had utterly forgotten them. They 
were tucked away in one corner of one of 
the safe deposit boxes, and I discovered them 
only by accident. Here they are.’ 

“When I looked at these bonds,”” Mr. Gal- 
laudet continued, “I saw that the coupons had 
not been cut off for ten vears. The aggregate 
interest amounted therefore to a large sum. 
The young man said to me that he was 
going to ask his father if he might have any 
bends that his fatifer had forgotten. He left 
the bonds with me for safe-keeping. 

“A day or two later the young man came 
in with his father. He said to his father in 
an offhand way: ‘If I found any bonds of 
yours that you had forgotten would you 
give them to me? and the father replied that 
he would not; adding. however, that he had 
not forgotten any bonds.

RUSH OF BUSINESS | 
FOR PARCEL POST 


40,000,000 Packages WMandled 
in January and Business 
Is Increasing. 


Washington, February 6.—Approx- 
imately 40,000,000 parcel post packages 
were handled during January. At the 
fifty largest postoffices 19,365,433 par- 
cels were handled in the first month of 
the operation of the new system, and 
the business of the last two weeks ex- 
ceeded that of the first two weeks by 
more than 5,000,000 packages. 

Chicago exceeded all other cities in 
the number of parcels handled, its toa! 
being 4,164,153. New York handled 
3,519,788; Atlanta, 183,000; St. Paul, 
181,056; New Orleans, 166,391; Dallas, 
130,200; Louisville, 114,076; Richmond, 
100,000; Nashville, 69,270; Jacksonvilie, 
42,963. 

The present season is the dull one 
in postoffice business, but, even if 
there should be no increase in the par- 
cel post work, about 500,000,000 parce.s 
would be handled during the first year, 
Some-postmesters estimate the first 
year’s total will be one billion pack- 
ages. 

From the more remote sections of 
the country, postmasters report mcr- 
chants are preparing to extend their 
flelds to the rural districts through the 
péw system, and farmers are preparing 
to send products to cities and towns 
upon the spening of the spring season.

MERCER AROUSE 
OVER EDITORIAL 


Game Warden Replies to Savannah 
Paper’s Comment on De Soto 
Case. 


In the issue of January 31 of The 
Savannah Morning News appears an 
editorial upon “The De Soto Game 
Law Case,” which has aroused the 
wrath and indignation of State Game 
Warden Jesse Mercer, who has ex- 
pressed himself upon the subject in 
terms which are quite to the point. 

The facts in the De Soto and Ward 
Allen cases are these: 

The De Soto hotel was recently tried 
upon the charges of buying and hav- 
ing in its possession summer ducks, 
and was convicted upon both counts. 
Ward Allen is alleged to have been 
the man who killed the ducks and 
sold them to the hotel, Joint cases 
were made, but when they came up 
for trial were separated. Alien was 
tried on the day following the De 
Soto trial, but it was agreed that the 
De Soto verdict should remain sealed 
until after the Allen trial, so that the 
verdict might not influence the ivrors 
in the Allen case. The testimony against 
Allen vas substantially the’*same as 
that upon which the hotel was con- 
victed, but three jurymen on the Al- 
len jury stood out for acquittal and 
the case resulted in a mistrial. 

Editorial Doubts Law Violation. 

Says the editorial: 

“Now, as the jury in the Allen case 
failed to reach a verdict is there not 
such a doubt as to whether there was 
a violation of the state game law as 
to amvunt to a reasonable doubt— 
such a doubt as to justify a verdict of 
acquittal?” 

Warden Mercer says: 

“Out of the twenty-four jurymen 
in the two cases there were twenty- 
one who did not doubt but that both 
defendants were guilty and but three 
who apparently did doubt it. The 
jury in the De Soto case found the 
hotel guilty on both counts within a 
few minutes. The jury in the Allen 
case woull have been bound by the 
verdict in the De Soto case except 
for the fact that the cases were sep- 
arated. The jury in the De Soto case, 
however, was disqualified in the Al- 
len case, and, of course, the number 
of jurors from which the jury could 
be selected was correspondingly re- 
duced and the state was forced to 
take his next-door neighbor and, it 
appears, two others of Allen’s close 
personal] friends to serve on his jry. 
It was these three men who were 
willing to stand out against his con- 
viction in the face of the plainest 
evidence.” 

“Tt is fair to assume,” says The Sa- 
vannah News, “that the hotel people 
didn’t knowingly violate the law, 
didn’t know that the ducks were sum- 
ner ducks, but accepted them on the 
authority of Mr. Allen that they were 
not. There is no better authority on 
ducks than he is; at least, he has 
been a hunter long enough to know 
every species of ducks that visits this 
section of the country.” 

“Alles Is 2 Game Hog.” 

Warden Mercer again is of a differ- 


ent opinion from that of The News. 
“Allen,” -he. says, “is an authority 
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on duck killing, a i pot on duck life. 
He is a game hog @hd)not an authori- 
‘ty on the habits of ducts, their feath- 
ers, the formation ‘of it bodies and 
other details the intimate m: knowledge 
or which ‘s necessary to consttiute 
a man as an authority. The state 
had three scientific hunters who know 
these things and were able very readi- 
ly to convince the jury in the De Soto 
ease that they did know what they 
were talking about.” 

On the ground that if the De Soto 
hotel violated the law, it did not do 
so intentionally, but through deliber- 
ate violation upon the part of Allen, 
The News asks the question: “Is the 
game law in all respects a wise one?” 

Warden Mercer was surprised that 
The News, or any one, should ask the 
question, especially upon such grounds, 
“for,” he says, “it is contended that it 
was an intentional violation on the 
part of the hotel. The court explicitly 
charged the jury that intent had to 
be shown before a verdict of ‘gullty’ 
could be returned. Certainly Allen 
was guily of intentionally violating 
the law and the state will find a jury 
that will find that verdict. Nobody 
but a fvol would expect Allen to ad- 
mit his guilt. 

Calls Editerial “Biased.” 

“Just to show that the editoria! in 
The News was written on the bias,” 
says Warden Mercer, “read these sen- 
tences from the article: ‘Wouldn't 
there have been a better chance of 
doing justice by trying the case 
against Mr. Allen first? If no verdict 
were found against him there woulé 
be the very best reasons for saying 
that there was no case against the 
hotel.’ 

“Why could not The News reverse 
the proposition? If the hotel was 
guilty, as the jury’s verdict shows, 
Allen, then, must have been guilty. I 
«m perfectly willing to admit that it 
is impossible for Allen to be innocent 
and the hotel people guilty. 

“If Allen couldn't get justice in the 
three months—for it was delayed that 
long—in which he had to work up 
his case among his friends, where and 
how, pray, could he get it? And, at 
that, Savannah has no great record for 
convicting lawbreakers.”
